It is an element of the whole situation

worthy of note that at the beginning of
the strike the Puliman Savings Rank had
cn deposit in its savings department $4iS,- -

of which about nine-tent- hs belonged
to employes at Pullman, and that this
amount has since been reduced by the sum
of $32,1X0.

While deploring the possibility of annoy-
ance to the public by the threats of irre-
sponsible organizations to interrupt the
orderly ministration to the comfort of trav-
elers on railway lines aggregating 125.000
miies In lngth, the Pullman company can
lo no more than explain its situation to
tne public. It has two separate branches of
business, essentially distinct from each
jther; one is to provide sleeping cars, which
are delivered by it under contract to the
various railway companies to be run by
them on their lines as a part of their trains
for the carriage of their passengers, over
the movement of which this company has
no control. Contract arrangements provide
for the making of all repairs to such cars
by the railway companies using them, as
to certain repairs absolutely, and as to all
others upon the request of the Pullman
company, which ordinarily finds it most
onvenient to utilize lis own manufacturing

facilities to make such repairs. The other,
and distinct branch of the business of the
Pullman company, is the manufacture of
sleeping cars for the above-mention- ed use
of railway companies and the manufacture
for sale to railway companies of freight
cars and ordinary passenger cars, and of
street cars, and this business is almost at
a standstill throughout the United States.
The business of manufacturing cars for
sale gives employment to about 70 per cent,
of the shop employes. The manufacture of
sleeping cars for use by railway companies
under contract and which, under normal
conditions, gives employment to about 13
per cent, of the shop employes, cannot be
resumed by the company to an important
ertent for a very long time, for out of the
provision made for the abnormal travel lastyear the company now has about four hun-
dred sleeping cars in store ready for use,
but for which there is no need in the ex-
isting conditions of public travel.

It is now threatened by the American
Railway Union oitlclals that railway com-
panies using Pullman sleeping cars shall
be compelled to deprive their passengers of
sleeping car accommodations unless the
Pullman company will agree to submit to
arbitration ths question as to whether or
not it shall opea its manufacturing shops
at .Pullman and operate them under a scale
of wages which would cause a dally loss
to it of one-four- th the wages paid.

"What Make Loyal Railway TJmplnye
Ro much favorable comment Is heard over

the manner the business of the Pennsyl-
vania lines has been handled the last few
days that it led an observing man to re-

mark yesterday that the prompt movement
of the pay car was an important item. He
said that he knew it to be a fact, based
on the statement of John F. Miller, gen-

eral superintendent of the southwestern
system, that not in the last twenty years
had the pay car failed to be at a certain
point on a certain day of each month, and
the pay train did not from month to month
fail to be at such point on the time sched-
uled. The pay trains on the Pennsylvania
lines are scheduled to run on certain days,
and. on time a.-- carefully as ere other
trains, and every employe knows just what
hour of each month he can get his p?y.
While all over the country the railway
companies are paying with much greater
regularity than a few years ago, there is
not on many roads as much pains taken
to have the pay car at certain points reg-
ularly each month. Another point In favor
of Pennsylvania methods is that it is bettor
to reduce the force th in to cut the pay
of the men; consequently through the tie-press- ed

times the Pennsylvania, linos have
made no reduction in pay of trainmen. In
speaking of this one of the odieials said:
"If you ant to cut down your expenses
25 per cent, and have two hundred men,
and can get along with 150 men, it is
much better to let fifty men go than to
make the 13 per cent, reduction in wages,
as but fifty men are thert dissatisfied,
whereas, if you cut the wages of the two
hundred men there are two hundred dis-
satisfied employes." An official of another
road who heard the conversation said he
thought that bad President Ingills cut
down the number of employes tJ per cent,
instead of reducing the wages of u'l 10 r
cent, his men would have been more lo. al
than they now aprar to be. At this point
General Superintendent Miller came in and
was asked to ..vhut iie attributed the suc-
cess of the Pennsylvania Company. He
promptly answered: "In getting good, loyal
men for olticers, and doing so by promo-
tion of good men." Then, straightening
up, he sa:d: 'Where do you find a brighter,
more active set of division superintendents
than I have got? There is Turner, on the
Pittsburg division; Walton, on the Chi-
cago division; Darlington, on the Indianapo-
lis division; Peters, on the Little Miami
division; Ronebrake, on the LouisviUe di-

vision: Peck, on the Richmond divia'on,
and Mansfi-.dd- , on the Indianapolis Si Vin-cenn- es.

This very readable presentation of Mr.
Pullman's siae of the controversy between
himself and hl3 employes at Pullman Is
taken from the current issue of the Rail-
way Age. It embodies a statement of th.
affairs of the company, made by .Mr. Pull-
man to his employes May 9, just before the
great strike was Inaugurated:

In the first week of May last there were
employed In the car manufacturing depart- -

ment at Pullman, 111., about 6,liX persons.
May 7 a committee of workmen had an
Interview, by arrangement, with tNlr.
Wickes, the vice president, at which the
principal subject of discussion related to
wages, but minor grievance a3 to shop
administration were also presented, and
It was agreed that another meeting should
be held May 9, at which all the gTlevanct
should be presented in writing. The sec-
ond meeting was held. As to the complaints
on all matters except wages it was ar-
ranged that a formal and thorough Investi-
gation should be made by Mr. Wickes, to
be begun the next day, and full redress
was assured to the committee as to all
complaints proved to be well founded.

The absolute necessity of the late reduc-
tion In wages, under the existing condition
of the business of car manufacturing, had
been explained to the committee, and they
were insisting upon a restoration of the
wage scale of the first half of 13, when
Mr. Pullman entered the room and ad-

dressed the committee, speaking in sub-
stance as follows:

At the commencement of the very seri-
ous depression last year we were employ-
ing at Pullman 5,815 men and paying out
in wages there KG5.O0O a month. Negotia-
tions with intending purchasers of railway
equipment that were then pending for new
work were stopped by them, orders al-
ready given by others were canceled, and
.we were obliged to lay off, as you are
aware, a large number of men in every
department, so that by Nov. 1, T&Z, then-wer- e

only about two thousand men in all .

departments, or about one-thir- d of the
. normal number. I realized the necessity
tor the most strenuous exertions to pro-
cure work Immediately, without which
there, would be great embarrassment, not
only to the employes and their familiesat Pullman, but also to those livinjr in the
immediate vicinity, including between
seven hundred and eight hundred employes
who had purchased homes and to whomemployment was actually necessary to en-
able them to complete their payments.

IIB SECURED WORK.
I canvassed the matter thoroughly with

the manager of the works, and instructed
him to cause the men to be assured that
the company would do everything In its
power to meet the competition which was
sure to occur because of the great number
of large car manufacturers that were in the
same condition, and were exceedingly anx-
ious to keep their men employed. I knew
that if there was any work to be let bids
for it would be let upon a much lower
basis than ever before. (Note The selling
prices of passenger, baggage, box, refrig-
erator and street cars have In the last
two years fallen by percentages varying
In the separate classes from 17 to 23, theaverage reduction, taking th five classes
together, being 2 per cent.) The result of
this discussion was a revision in piece-
work prices, which, in the absence of any
Information to the contrary, I supposed to
be acceptable to the men under the cir-
cumstances. Under the-s-e conditions, and
with lower prices upon all materials, I
personally undertook the work of the let-
ting of cars, and by making lower biJs
than other manufacturers I secured work
enough to gradually increase our force
from 2.200 to 4,2u, fhe number employed
according to the April jay roll in ail ca-
pacities at Pullman.

This result has not been accomplished
merely by reduction In wages, but the

. company has borne Its full share by elim-
inating from its estimates the use of cap-
ital and macninery, and in many cas-- s

going even below that an 1 taking work
at considerable loss, notably the ffty-Hv- e

Long Island cars, which was the firstlarge order of passenger cars let- - since
the great depression, and which was sought
for by practically all the leading ear build-
ers In the country. My anxiety to secare
that order, so as to put as many men to
work as possible, was such that I put In
a bid at more than Jjoo per cur less than
the actual cost to the company. The 3 U

stock cars built for the Nortrnvestern roa J
and the 2C0 refrigerator cars now under

. construction for the same company will
result in a loss of at least S12 p?r car,
and twenty-fiv- e cars just bu;lt for the
Lake-stre- et elevated road show a loss of
$73 a car. I mention these particulars so
thit you may understand wnat the com-
pany has done for the mutual Interest and
to secure for the people at Puilmrn and
Vicinity the benefit of the disbursement of
the large sums of money involved in thess
and similar contracts, which can be kept
up only by the procurement of new orders
for cars, for, as you know, about three-fourt- hs

of the men must depend upon con-
tract work for employment. I can only
assure you that if this company now re-
stores the wages of the first half of 1SV3.
as you have asked, it would be a most un-
fortunate thing for the men, because there
is less than sixty days of contract work
In sight in the shops und?r all orders, and
there la absolutely no possibility in the
present condition of affairs throughout the
country of getting any more orders for
work at prices measured by the wages of
May, 1S03. Under such a scale th works
would necessarily close down and the greit
majority of the employes be put in idle-
ness, a contingency I am ulng my best
efforts to avoid.

TRYING TO CARE FOR I IIS MEN.
To further benefit the people of Pullman

and vicinity we concentrated all the worl;
that we could command at that point by
closing our Detroit shops entirely, and lay-

ing off a large number of men at othr
repair shops, and gave to Pullman the re-

pair of all cars that could be taken care
of there.

Also, for the further benefit of our reo-pl- e

at Pullman we have carried on a large
system of internal Improvements, having
Carded nearly J10O.0OO since August last
W work which, under normal conditions,
would have been spread over one or two
years. The policy would be to continue
this class of work to as great an extent as
possible, provided, of course, the Pullman
men show a proper appreciation of the situ-
ation by doing whatever they c.--n to help
themselves to tide over the hard times,
which are so seriously felt in every part of
th country. -

There have been some complaints made
about rents. As to this. 1 would say th.'t
the return to this company of the capital
Invested in the Pullman tetiinents for th
last year and the year before was 3.S2
per cent. There are hundreds cf tene-
ments in Tullman renting from ? to $:v

pr month, and the tenants are relieved of
the usual expenses of the exterior clean-
ing and removal of garbage. which is done
by the company. The uveraue amount col-

lected from employes for gas consumed Is
about 2 a month. To ascertain th exact
amount of water consumed by the tenants,
separate from the amount consunmi by
the works, we have recently put In meters,
by which we find that the water consumed
by the tenants, if paid for at the rate of
4 cents per l.uuu gallons. In accordance with
our original contract with the village of
Hyde Park, would amount to about JU0
a month, almost exactly trm rate which we
have charged the tenants, this company as-
suming the expenses of pumping. At the
Increased rate the city is now chartrint;
us for water, we are paying about S.vJ a
month in excess of the amount charged to
the tenants. The present pay rolls at Pull-
man amount to about $7.oa a 'lay.

On the question of rents, while, as stated
above, they made a manifestly ir.-v- juate
return upon the Investment, so tn:t it !s
clear they axe not in fact at an arbitrarily
high figure, it may be added that It would
not be ioss!ble in a business sense so to
deal with them. The renting of the dwell-
ings and the employment of workmen at
Pullman are in no way tied together. The
dwelling and apartments ere offered tor
rent In competition with those of the im-
mediately adjacent towns of Knslnton,
KoMarul and Clano. They are let alike to
Pullman employes and to very many others
In no way connects! with t. company,
and cn the other h m I many Pullman e?;i-ployt- -a
